Dear Director Schlesinger: 


The First Federal Design Assembly for Federal administrators 
and designers, held in early April at President Nixon's request, 
generated a great deal of enthusiasm and favorable press response. 


The major conclusion drawn by those participating in the As- 
sembly is that the success of the Federal Design Improvement in- 
itiatives depends in large part on the personal commitment and 
Support of the Government's highest administrators. Therefore, I 
plan to make every effort to keep you and your staff informed and 
to elicit, on occasion, your assistance. 


The Assembly is one of the Government's four programs to im- 
prove the design quality of Federal buildings and publications.
